Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 1 21 : 

I. Claims 1 -8, drawn to the implantable devices with communication 
systems, classified in class 607, subclass 60. 

II. Claims 9-13, drawn to the heart monitor, classified in class 600, subclass 
509. 

III. Claims 14-22, drawn to software for long-term monitoring and display of 
data classified in class 600, subclass 515. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

Inventions l-lll are related as subcombinations disclosed as usable together in a 
single combination. The subcombinations are distinct if they do not overlap in scope 
and are not obvious variants, and if it is shown that at least one subcombination is 
separately usable. In the instant case, subcombination I has separate utility such as an 
implantable therapy device and the three subcombinations differ in scope in that only 
the latter requires display and one subcombination II requires encryption. See MPEP 
§ 806.05(d). 

Because these inventions are independent or distinct for the reasons given 
above and have acquired a separate status in the art in view of their different 
classification, restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper. 

Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must
